Naturalization. 

Those who remember the sayings and do- 
ings of P. Swigcrt, in past years, and those 
who also remember the variety of extra-offi- 
cial opinions volunteered and published by J. 
Harlan, then Attorney General, on the truo 
construction of the naturalization laws, will, 
or will not, (as the ease may be) bo surprised 
to learn, that these immaculate patriots havo 
been doing a pretty brisk business in the 
Court of Appeals this week, in having men 
oT foreign birth admitted to the rights of cit- 
izenship. We have always been in favor of 
this ; and of course were glad to see these old 
opponents of our views giving practical evi- 
dence of their conversion from the error of 
thuir ways. It is true, in one or more cases, 
they showed themselves a little awkward in 
conforming to the law; but when a declara- 
tion, or such like, proved to bo informal or 
insufficient, we had the pit as ire to witness 
the skill and promptitude with which they 
could supply amendments to cure defects. 
We take it for granted that those wko havo 
been sworn in this week, will be allowed to 
vote to-day; for we never did admit the le- 
gality of the ex-cathedra opinion that a na- 
turalized citizen, otherwise qualified under 
State laws, should reside u year in the State 
after taking the final oath of allegiance, be- 
fore he could vote. We adhere to our old 
convictions, and are really gratified to find 
old opponents coming into Court, to abjure 
old errors and conform to sound practice. 
Henceforth, Pope Swigert, Ex-Attorney Gen- 
eral Harlan. Paddy O'Ratlerty, Barney 
O Flaherty, & Co., we are rejoiced to believe, 
will bo a very harmonious, loving, exemplary, 
political firm, abundantly able and willing to 
manage the affairs of government without 
the aid of outsiders. 



DaT'Capt. Himms is pledged to use his ef- 
forts to stop the war and procure the recogni- 
tion of the independence of the Confederate 
States. Mr. Crittenden is pledged in tho 
Border Slave States address, not to recognize 
the independence of the Confederate States ; 
and he is thereby impliedly pledged to con- 
quer them, if they do not submit to Lincoln's 
rule.

BftfWe complete to-day the great opinion 
of Chief Justice Taney in the Merriman ha- 
beas corpus case.

Military Despotism Openly Proposed! 

The following article, from the New York 
Herald of the loth, is one of ominous signifi- 
cance. It clearly prefigures the military des- 
potism which, if this wicked war be not per- 
emptorily stopped, must inevitably succeed 
the Government established by our fathers. 
But before commenting further, we ask serious 
attention to the outgivings of the Herald: 

Meeting of Congress. — In nineteen days 
Congress is to assemble at Washington in ex- 
tra session, unless Jefferson Davis should get 
hold of it befere the Fourth of July. The 
first thing Congress must do is to pass an 
idemnitv bill in favor of the President, to 
protect him ngainst the legal consequences of 
those unconstitutional acts which necessity 
has compelled him to adopt for the preserva- 
tion of the Government. In the next place 
Congress ought to provide for the expenses of 
the war. To do this effectually, instead of! 
borrowing from merchants, it ought to estab- 
lish a national bank, with a capital of one 
hundred and fifty millions, whence the Gov- 
ernment would be enabled to obtain a loan of 
fifty millions immediately upon the security 
of the deposits and the incoming revenue. 
The next thing to be attended to is the increase 
of the navy and the efficiency of the War De- 
partment. " Lastly, a general bankrupt law 
must be passed to relieve merchants from their 
liabilities, and to enable them to commenco a ' 
new career under brighter auspices. All 
these measures may easily be passed in three 
weeks. There is no need of discussion. It is 
no time for talking. Action is what is wanted. 
The slavery question is no longer at issue, but 
the existence^f the Government. 

Now, observe the programme. "Tho first j 
thing Congress must do, is to pass an indem- J 
I nity bill in favor of the President, to protect j 
| him against the legal consequences of those 
| unconstitutional acts which necessity has com- ! 
pe lied him to adopt for the preservation of the 
Government.'' This is the old plea of lyran- , 
ny revived. This is the old doctrine of tho j 
Stuarts, that necessity requires the abrogation , 
of lawful government, in order to maintain ; 
any government at all. An indemnityb\]\ for 
the benefit of our Charles Stuart, Abe Lin- j 
coin! Indemnify him against the legal conse- | 
q lenccs of his unconstitutional acts! — ; 
Pass an act, giving, not the people, but Abe \ 
Lincoln, "indemnity for tho past and security 
for the future!" Pass an act, approving the 
exercise of unconstitutional powers by Abe 
Lincoln! Pass an act justifying the tyrant's 
plea of "necessity" for abrogating Constitu- 
tional rule and establishing a usurpation ! 
Pass an act that necessity requires the substi- 
tution of lawless rule for lawful rule! Pass 
an act that in order to preserve the govern- 
ment, the government ordained by the Con- 
stitution must be abolished and the usurpation 
of Abe Lincoln sustained! 

Tho next thing, after thus making Abe 
Lincoln Dictator, and substituting a military 
despotism for the Republican Government 
provided for in the Constitution, is to furnish 
tho Usurper with money to carry on his war 
against the loyal patriots who have tho hero- 
ism to resist bis lawless rule. A half million 
of men are to be called out in the Usurper's 
service, and two hundred millions to be at 
onco appropriated as the first instalment of 
tho expenses of a war, which, with the sacri- 
fice of a million lives and tho expenditure of 
a thousand millions of money, will see the 
submission of the South further off than when 
it begun. And this money is to be raised 
through a National Bank with a capital of 
SI 50,000,000. Then the navy is to be in- 
creased and the War Department invigorated. 
And lastly, n general bankrupt law is to be 
passed to relievo merchants from their liabili- 
ties, to enablo them to commence a new career 
under brighterauspices ! And all these things 
are to be done without discussion, without 
talking, in three weeks.'' 

That is tho Northern programme of pre- 
serving the Union and maintaining govern- 
ment! 

To remark upon such audacious proposals, 
coolly submitted as a programme for govern- 
ing a free people, would insult their intelli- 
gence and courage. Yet this is the very 
scheme which Kentucky Representatives in 
Congress will be obliged to accept and sup- 
port next month, or subject themselves to the 
indignity of imprisonment, if not of death, 
administered by the minions of a Dictator. 

Yet with all these clear evidences, we 
have infatuated men amongst us, who, impo- 
tently striking for an impracticable thing, but 
a good thing if practicable — the ancient 
Union — are utterly blind to the consequences 
of their lending a virtual and moral support 
to the scheme of a usurping Dictator to sub- 
jugate the entire South, for the purpose of 
achieving the compulsory abolition of slavery! 
We have among us men who would have been 
on the side of Charles I in levying ship- 
money; who would havo supported James II 
in 1688; who would have sustained George 
III in 1776; who defend Abe Lincoln in 1861; 
and who call themselves Unionists contending 
for the preservation of government by cloth- 
ing a Usurper with the powers of a Dictator 
and Despot !

On the contrary, while tho Governor of 
Kentucky has had the most positive assu- 
rances from the civil and military authorities 
of Tennessee that our position of neutrality 
will be religiously respected by that State, 
we know, from sources that admit of no doubt 
in our mind, that it is the intention of the 
Northern army to advance towards Memphis 
early in next month, with the expectation of 
occupying and holding that city until Pall, 
when they confidently expect to pass on to 
New Orleans.

The News. 

The forces of the Usurper are gathering the 
net of subjugation closer and closer around 
unhappy Missouri. Loyal to the backbone, 
like Kentucky, Missouri trusted in her loyal- 
ty rather than her arms, for defense against 
despotism, and found herself unprepared to 
meet the invasion of tho Usurper. Sullenly 
arc her true men retiring before the rash 
rush of thej Despot's invading forces; but 
they will ere long make a stand, and then, woe 
to the reckless fools, all of them, Pcderal or 
local, who havo insulted the State. When 
the young giant rises in her might, she will 
pluck away the pillars of the Usurper's tem- 
ple and whelm tho accursed Philistines in 
ruin 

If the telegraph is to bo believed, Gen. 
Lyon, in pursuit of Gov. Jackson, attacked 
the State troops at Boonville, killing 300, 
taking 600 prisoners, including Gen. Price, 
mortally wounded, with a loss of only 17 to 
the Federal force. All this is probably exag- 
gerated. 

We copy a telegram, giving an account of 
the murderous assault upon private citizens of 
St. Louis, by a band of miscreants under the 
name of Home Guards, firing into a crowded 
court room and on peaceful citizens on the 
sidewalks, without any shadow of provoca- 
tion whatever. The cowardly villains fired 
a volley in their own panic at the accidental 
discharge of a gun in their own ranks. Hear- 
ing a gun, their guilty souls feared an enemy; 
and let fly at the windows of a court room 
and the sidepavement-', killing and wounding 
six or eight. Such miscreants ought to be dis- 
armed and confined in such places of securi- 
ty that they will be exempt from panics 
themselves, and the public protected against 
their murderous propensities. 

lirigndicr General Schenck was moving 
out from Alexandria with some seven hun- 
dred of his men concentrating for the attack 
on the Confederate forces, when a detach- 
ment of the latter blazed away at the train of 
cars from a battery, and knocked the whole 
concern into a cocked hat. The driver of the 
train, uncoupled his locomotive engine from 
the cars containing Schenck's soldiers, and 
shot away out of danger, leaving the passenger 
cars behind. Of course the men, who were 
not killed, took to their heels and fled to 
the woods. This happened near Vienna. 
It is a rather unpromising budding of lau- 
rels for tho ambitious Urigadier. He is more 
likely to be bedecked with cypress than laurel. 
Ho should have stuck to his little law office 
in Dayton, and not aspired to the profession 
of arms, which are dangerous instruments in 
the hands of children and politicians. 

The South. — Weconversedon last evening 
with one of the most seusiblo men in the 
State, just returned from the South, where 
he went two weeks since, to sec for himself 
what was to be seen. He says the wheat crop 
which is more than three times as large as 
ever before raised, has been harvested. That 
the corn is made, and safe, in the same pro- 
portion. He says, all persons there say they 
can live on corn and wheat. The potatoes, 
he says, are even better. The feeling he repre- 
sents to be unanimous — that the Confederate 
Government can get all any man raises upon 
their certificates — that he did not pass through 
a town where he did not find soldiers passing 
and drilling. He believes there will not be a 
piece of silver, from a spoon to a pitcher, or 
a ring, breastpin, or bracelet, which will not 
be given to their Government and coined. 
The women and boys from ten ycarsold, up, are 
all learning how to shoot. 

This gentleman has been a member of our 
Legislature, is worth at least §200,000, and 
has been a most decided opponent of the 
Democratic party through life, and until very 
ecently a strong L'nion man. Tho day is 
breaking. — Statesman, iHth. 



Sffi^N Y. World commenting upon a re- 
cent publication by T. H. Clay : 

"I believe that a strict neutrality is now 
the only safe position for Kentucky. ' 

As tho statement appears, nothing could be 
more inconsequential. To adduce the Union 
and the Constitution, and their supremacy, as 
preliminary to the assertion of neutrality in 
their support, is odd logic. Mr. Clay pre- 
pares for leaping the ugly-looking ditch of

U. S. Troops in Missouri. 

St. Louis, Juno 17. 
The Federal force now engaged in the inte- 
rior of this State, consists of upwards of 10,- 
000 men — 2,500 of whom are stationed at Her- 
man and Jefferson City, 3,200 at Kolla, the 
terminus of the southwestern branch of the 
Pacific Railroad, 2, 600 at St. Joseph and along 
the Hannibal and St. Joseph Kailroad, 1,000 
on the North .Missouri Kailroad, and 1,000 at 
Bird's Point, opposite Cairo. In addition to 
this there is a force of 2.500 remaining at St. 
Louis, which could be increased to 7,(M)0 in a 
few hours bv accessions from the neighboring 
camps in Illinois. These troops hold the en- 
tire portion of the State north of the Miss<ejri 
river. The southeast quarter, lying between 
the Mississippi and line drawn southward 
from Jefferson City to Arkansas border, giv- 
ing the Federal Government the important 
points of St. Louis, Hannibal. St. Joseph, and 
Bird's Point as liases of operation, with the 
rivers and railroads as means of transporta- 
tion. Nothing is known of the movement 
of troops above Jefferson City. The Warsaw 
(Mo.) Democrat says Judge Johnson will not 
take his seal in the United States Senate in 
July; it also states that Senator Polk will not 
take his seat.

OPINION OF CHIEF JUSTICE TANEY. 

(concluded.) 

Blackstone, in bis Commentaries, (1st vol., 
137,1 states it ill the following words: 

"To make imprisonment lawful, it must be 
cither by process from the Courts of Judica- 
ture or by warrant from some legal officer 
having authority to commit to prison. " And 
the people of the United Colonies, who had 
themselves lived under its protection while 
they were British subjects, were well aware of 
the" necessity of this safeguard of their per- 
sonal liberty. And no one can believe that 
in framing a government intended to guard 
still moriTefficiently tho rights and the liber- 
ties of the citizens against executive encroach- 
ment and oppression, they would have con- 
ferred on tho President a power which the 
historv of England had proved to be danger- 
ous and oppressive in the hands of the Crown, 
and which the people of England had com- 
pelled it to surrender after a long and obsti- 
nate struggle on the part of the English Ex- 
ecutive to usurp and retain it. 

The right of the subject to the benefit of the 
■writ of habeas corpus, it must be recollected, 
was one of the great points of controversy 
during tho long 'struggle in England lwtween 
arbitrary government and free institutions, 
and must therefore have strongl v attracted tho 
attention of statesmen engaged in framing a 
new, and, as they supposed, a freer govern- 
ment than the one which they had thrown off 
by the revolution. For from the earliest his- 
tory of the Common Law, if a person was 
imprisoned — no matter by what authority — 
he had a right to the writ of habeas corpus to 
bring his case before the King s Bench ; and 
if no specific offense was charged against him 
in the warrant of commitment, he was en- 
titled to be forthwith discharged; and if the 
offense was charged which was bailable in its 
character, the court was bound to sot him at 
liberty on bail. And the most exciting con- 
tests "between the Crown and tho people of 
England, from the time of Magna Chartn, 
were in relation to the privileges of this writ, 
and thev continued until the passage of the 
statute of 31st Charles II., commonly known 
as the great habeas corpus act. 

This statute put an end to the slruggle.,and 
finally and firmly secured the liberty of the 
subject from the usurpation and oppression 
of the executive branch of the government. 
It nevertheless conferred no new right upon 
the subject, but only secured a right already 
existing ; for although the right could not be 
justly denied, there wasoften noeffectual rem- 
edy "against its violation. Until the statute 
ofthe 13th of William III thejudges held their 
offices at tho pleasure of the king, and the in- 
fluence which ho exerted over timid, time- 
serving and partisan judges often induced 
them, upon somo pretext or another, to refuse 
to discharge the party, although he was en- 
titled to it by law, or delayed their decisions 
from time to time, so as to prolong the im- 
prisonment of those who were obnoxious 
to tho king for their political opinions, or 
had incurred his resentment in any other 
way, 

The great and inestimable value of the ha- 
heas corjius act of the 31st Charles II. is that 
it contains provisions which compel courts 
and judges, and all parties concerned, to per- 
form their duties promptly, in the manner 
specified in the statute. 

A passage in Blackstone' s Commentaries, 
showing the ancient state of the law upon 
this subject, and the abuses which were prac- 
ticed through the power and influence of the 
Crown, and a short extract from Hallam's 
Constitutional History, stating tho circum- 
stances which gave rise to the passage of this 
statute, explain briefly, but fully, all that is 
material to this subject. 

Blackstone, in his Commentaries on the 
Lairs of England, 3d vol., 133-134, says: 

" To assert an absolute exemption from 
imprisonment in all cases, is inconsistent with 
every idea of law and political society, and in 
the end would destroy all civil liberty, by ren- 
dering its protection impossible. 

" But the glory of the English law consists 
in clearly defining the times, the causes and 
the extent, when, wherefore, and to what de- 
gree tho imprisonment of the subject may be 
lawful. This it is which induces the absolute 
necessity of expressing, upon every commit- 
ment the reason for which it is made, that the 
Court upon a habeas corpus may examine in- 
to its validity, and, according to the circum- 
stances of the case, may discharge, admit to 
hail, or remand the prisoner. 

" And yet early in the reign of Charles I, 
the Court of King's Bench, relying on some 
arbitrary precedents, (and these perhaps mis- 
understood,) determined that they would not, 
upon a habeas corpus, either bail or deliver a 
prisoner, though committed without any cause 
assigned, in case ho was committed by the 
special command of the King or tho Lords of 
the Privy Council. This drew on a parlia- 
mentary inquiry, and produced the Petition 
of Bight — 3d Charles I — which recites this 
illegal judgment, and enacts that no freeman 
hereafter shall be so imprisoned or detained. 
But when in tho following year Mr. Seidell 
and others were committed by the Lords of 
the Council in pursuance of llis Majesty s 
special command, under a general charge of 
' notable contempts, and stirring up sedition 
against the King and tho government, ' the 
judges delayed for two terms (including also 
tho long vacation) to deliver an opinion how 
far such a charge was bailable. And when at 
length they agreed that it was, they, however, 
annexed a condition of finding sureties for 
their good behaviour, which still protracted 
their imprisonment, the Chief Justice, Sir 
Nicholas Ilyde, at the same time declaring - if 
they were again remanded for that cause per- 
haps the Court would not afterwards grant a 
habeas corpus, being already made acquainted 
with tho cause ofthe imprisonment.' But 
this was heard with indignation and astonish- 
ment by every lawyer present, according to 
Mr. Selden's own account of the matter, whose 
resentment was not cooled at tho distance of 
four and twenty years." 

It is worthy of remark that tho offenses 
charged against the prisoner in this case, and 
relied on as a justification for the arrest and 
imprisonment, in their nature and character, 
and in the loose and vague manner in which 
they aro stated, bear a striking resemblance 
to those assigned in the warrant for the arrest 
of Mr. SelOen. And yet, even at that day. 
the warrant was regarded as such a flagrant 
violation of the rights of the subject, that the 
delay of the time-serving judges to set him at 
liberty upon the habeas corpus issued in his 
behalf excited universal indignation at the bar. 
The extract from Ilallam s Constitutional His- 
tory is equally impressive and equally in point. 
It is in vol. 4, p 14: 

" It is a very common mistake, and not 
only among foreigners, but many from whom 
some knowledge of our constitutional laws 
might bo expected, to suppose that this stat- 
ute of Charles II enlarged in a great degree 
our liberties, and forms a sort of epoch in 
their history. But through a very beneficial 
enactment, and eminently remedial in many- 
cases of illegal imprisonment, it introduced 
no new principle, nor conferred any right 
upon the subject. From tho earliest records 
of the English law no freeman could be de- 
tained in prison except upon a criminal charge, 
or conviction, or for a civil debt. In the for- 
mer case it was always in his power to de- 
mand of tho Court of "King's Bench a writ of 
habeas corpus ad subjic icntlum directed to tho 
person detnining him in custody, by which he 
was enjoined to bring up the body of tho 
prisoner with tho warrant of commitment 
that the C<#rt might judge of its sufficiency 
and remand, the party, admit him tc* bail, or 



discharge him, according to the nature of the 
charge. This writ issued of right and could 
not bo refused by the Court. It was not to 
bestowan immunity from arbitrary imprison- 
ment, which is abundantly provided for in 
Magna Charta, (if indeed it were not more 
ancient,) that the statute of Charles II was 
enacted, but to cut off the abuses by which 
the Government's lust of power and the ser- 
vile subtlety of Crown lawyers had impaired 
so fundamental a privilege. 

While the value set upon the writ in Eng- 
land has been so great that the removal of 
the abuses which embarrassed its enjoyments 
have been looked upon as almost a new grant 
ot" liberty to the subject, it is not to be won- 
dered at that the continuance of the writ thus 
made effective should have been the object of 
the most jealous care Accordingly, no [low- 
er in England short of thatof Parliament can 
suspend or authorize the suspension of tho 
writ of habeas corpus. I quote again from 
Blackstone (1 Comm., 130): "But the happi- 
ness of our Constitution is, that it is not left 
to the executive power to determine when the 
danger of the State is so great as to render 
this measure expedient. It is the Parliament 
only, or legislative power, that, whenever 
it sees proper, can authorize tho Crown, 
by suspending the habeas corpus for a 
short and limited time, to imprison suspected 
persons without giving any reasons for so do- 
ing." And if the President of the United 
States may suspend the writ, then the Consti- 
tution of the United States has conferred up- 
on him more regal and absolute power over 
the liberty of the citizen than the people of 
England have thought it safe to intrust to the 
Crown — a power which the Queen of Eng- 
land can not exercise at this day, and which 
could not have been lawfully exercised by the 
sovereign, even in the reign of Charles I. 

But I am not left to form my judgment 
upon this great question from analogies be- 
tween the English Government and our own, 
or the Commentaries of English jurists, or the 
decisions of English courts, although upon 
this subject they are entitled to the highest 
respect, and are justly regarded and received 
as authoritative by our courts of justice. To 
guide me to a right conclusion, I have the 
Commentaries on the Constitution of the 
United States of the late Mr. Justice Story, 
not only one of the most eminent jurists of 
the age, but for a long time one of tho bright- 
est ornaments of the Supreme Court of tlw 
United States, and also the clear and authori- 
tative decision of that court itself, given more 
than half a century since, and conclusively 
establishing the principles I have above sta- 
ted. 

Mr. Justice Story, speaking in his Com- 
mentaries of the habeas corpus clause in the 
Constitution, says : 

"It is obvious that cases of a peculiar emer- 
gency may arise, which may justify, nay, 
even require, the temporary suspension of 
any right to the writ. But as it has frequent- 
ly happened in foreign countries, and even in 
England, that the writ has, upon various pre- 
texts and occasions, been suspended, whereby 
persons apprehended upon suspicion have 
suffered along imprisonment, sometimes from 
design, and sometimes because they were for- 
gotten, the right to suspend it is expressly 
confined to cases of rebellion or invasion, 
where the public safety may requiro it. A 
very just and wholesome restraint, which cuts 
down nt a blow a fruitful means of oppression, 
capable of being abused in bad times to the 
worst of purposes. Hitherto no suspension of 
the writ has ever been authorized by Con- 
gress since the establishment of the Constitu- 
tion. It would seem, as the power is given 
to Congress to suspend the writ of habeas cor- 
pus in cases of rebellion or invasion, that the 
right to judge whether the exigency had aris- 
en, must exclusively belong to that body." — 
3 Story s Com. on the Constitution, section 1, 
33li. 

And Chief Justice Marshall, in delivering 
the opinion ofthe Supreme Court in the case 
of ex parte Bollman and Swartwout, uses 
this decisive language in 4 Cranch, 9Gc "It 
may be worthy of remark that this act i speak- 
ing of the one under which I am proceeding) 
was passed by the first Congress of the United 
States, sitting under a Constitution which 
had declared ' that the privilege of tho writ 
of habeas corpus should not be suspended, un- 
less, when, in ease of rebellion or invasion, 
the public safety might require it.' Acting 
under the immediate influence of this injunc- 
tion, they must have felt, with peculiar force, 
the obligation of providing efficient means by 
which this great Constitutional privilege 
should receive life and activity; for if the 
means be not in existence, tho privilege itself 
would be lost, although no law for its suspen- 
sion should be enacted. Under the impres- 
sion of this obligation they give to all the 
Courts the power of awarding writs of habeas 
corpus.'* 

And again, in paga 101 : 

"If any time the public safety should re- 
quire the suspension of tho powers vested by 
this act in the Courts of the United States, it 
is for the Legislature to say. That ques- 
tion depends on political considerations, on 
which the Legislature is to decide. Until the 
legislative will be expressed, this Court can 
only see its duty, and must obey the law." 

I can add nothing to these clear and em- 
phatic words of my great predecessor. 

But the documents before me show that the 
military authority in this cause has gone far 
beyond the mere suspension of the privilege 
ofthe writ of habeas corpus. It has, by force 
of arms, thrust aside the judieial authorities 
and officers to whom the Constitution has 
confided the ppwer and duty of interpreting 
and administering the laws, and substituted 
a military government in its place, to be ad- 
ministered and executed by military officers; 
for at tho time these proceedings were had 
against John Merryman, the District Judge 
of Maryland — the Commissioner appointed 
under the act of Congress — the District At- 
torney and the Marshal, all resided in this 
city of Baltimore, a few miles only from the 
home of the prisonor. 

Up to that time there had never been the 
slightest resistance or obstruction to the pro- 
cess of any court or judicial officer of the 
United States in Maryland, except by the 
military authority. And if si military officer 
or any other person had reason to believe that 
the prisoner had committed any offense 
against the laws of tho United States, it was 
his duty to give information of the fact, and 
the evidence to support it, to the District At- 
torney; and it would then have become the 
duty of that officer to bring tho matter before 
the District Judge or Commissioner, and if 
there was sufficient legal evidence to justify 
his arrest, the Judge or Commissioner would 
have issued a warrant to the Marshal to ar- 
rest him; ami upon the hearing of the party- 
would have held him tobailor committed him 
for trial, according to the character of tho of- 
fense as it appeared in the testimony, or 
would havo discharged him immediately if 
there was not sufficient evidence to support 
the accusation. 

There was no danger of any obstruction or 
resistance to the action of the civil authorities, 
and therefore no reason whatever for the in- 
terposition of the military. And yet, under 
these circumstances, a military officer, sta- 
tioned in Pennsylvania, without giving any 
information to tho District Attorney, and 
without any application to the judicial au- 
thorities, assumes to himself thejudicial power 
in the District of Maryland; undertakes to 
decide what constitutes the crime of treason 
or rebellion ; what evidence (if, indeed, he 
required anyl is sufficient to support the ac- 
cusation and justify tho commitment, and 
commits tho party without having a hearing 
even before himself, to close custody in a 
strongly garrisoned fort, to be there held, it 
would seem, during the pleasure of those who 
committed him. 

The Constitution provides. 16 I have before 



said, that "no persun should be deprived of life, I 
liberty, or property, without due process i 
of law." It declares that "the right of the I 
I people to be secure in their persons, houses, | 
| papers and effects, against unreasonabtesearch- 
es and seizures, shall not be violated, and no 
warrant shall issue but upon probable cause, 
supported by oath or affirmation, and partic- 
ularly describing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to be seized." It 
provides that the party accused shall be enti- 
tled to a speedy trial in a court of justice. 

And these great and fundamental laws, 
which Congress itself could not suspend, have 
been disregarded and suspended, like the writ 
of habeas corpus, by a military order, sup- 
ported by force of nrms. Such is the case 
now before me. and I can only say, that if the 
authority which the Constitution has confided 
to the Judieary Department and Judicial offi- 
cers, may thus, upon any pretext or under 
any circumstances, be usurped by the military 
power at its dceretion, the people of the 
United States are no longer living under a 
government of laws, but every citizen holds 
life, liberty, and property at the will and 
pleasure of the army officer in whose mili- 
tary district he may happen to be found. 

In such a case my duty was too plain to 
be mistaken. 1 have exercised all the power 
which the Constitution and laws confer on 
me; but that power has been resisted by a 
force too strong for me to overcome. It is 
possible that the officer who has incurred this 
gravo responsibility may have misunderstood 
his instructions, and exceeded the authority 
intended to be given him. I shall therefore 
order all the proceedings in this case, with 
my opinion, to be filed and recorded in the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States for the Dis- 
trict of Maryland, and direct the Clerk to 
transmit a copy, under seal, to the President 
of the United" States. It will then remain 
for that high officer, in fulfillment of his con- 
stitutional obligation, "to take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed," to determine 
what measures he will take to cause the civil 
process of the United States to be respected 
and enforced. B. B. TANEY,

When the Southern Confederacy shall be 
recognized by the European powers, and even 
the dilapidated Government of Lincoln and 
Scott, every true Southerner knows that Ken- 
tucky will go where justice and honor calls, 
where sympathy and interest invite — to the 
gallant South.

Dr. Blackburn's Letter to the Journal. 

Dr. L. P. Blackburn has addressed a letter 
to the Journal, explanatory of his connection 
with the recent purc hase of arms in the South 
for the State of Kentucky. 

Bold and fearless in action, honest and can- 
did in statement, with nothing to disguise or 
conCeal, his letter affords a complete vindica- 
tion of himself and of Gov. Magoffin against 
nil the ill-natured and malignant charges of 
desperate partisans, who love darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds are evil, and 
who, for that reason, have sought to envelop 
a straight-forward and proper transaction in 
mystery, to the injury of those concerned in 
it and of the State. 

Here is tho Doctor's letter: 
To the Editors of the Louisrille Journal: 

GEXTt.KMKX: For somo weeks my name 
has frequently appeared in your journal in 
connection with that of Gov. Magoffin, re- 
specting the arms purchased by me in New- 
Orleans for the State of Kentucky. 1 have 
no wish or desire to engage in a newspaper 
controversy, nor do I intend to be drawn into 
one with a journal so formidable as the one 
you conduct. But justice to Gov. Magoffin 
(who has been so violently assailed) demands 
that I should make a statement of the trans- 
action so frequently referred to by you. 

After the proclamation of Mr. Lincoln, 
calling upon the State of Kentucky for men 
for t,be purpose of subduing the rebels and 
traitors of the South, as ho pleases to term 
them, which demand was promptly refused 
by Gov. Magoffin, that refusal being sanc- 
tioned by you and indorsed by seven-eighths 
of tho people of Kentucky, Gov. Magoffin 
came to Louisville and applied to the banks of 
this city for a loan of money sufficient to arm 
the State. Some of the banks promptly re- 
sponded to his demands, whilst others refused 
to loan except on such conditions as they 
might prescribe. The Northern troops were 
then concentrating at Cairo — no one knowing 
their intentions. 

Every citizen of Kentucky seemed anxious 
that the State should be armed.. The people 
of Cincinnati had seized a quantity of arms 
and munitions of war belonging to the State 
of Arkansas, then a submissive State of the 
Federal Government. It was clear that Ken- 
tucky could not procure arms from the North 
— at that time. The only point where there 
was a possibility of getting them was in New 
Orleans. Gov. Magoffin requested me to go to 
the South and purchase arms and ammunition. 
Believing that I could obtain arms in the 
South, and wishing to place the soldiers of 
Kentucky in a position to defend the honor 
and soil of their State, I consented to go. 
After reaching the city of New Orleans, I 
found that there were no improved arms in 
the city for sale; the only arms to be had were 
the ordinary muskets. I well knew the sol- 
diers of Kentucky would expect improved 
arms, but they were not to be bad. A North- 
ern foe, as they supposed, threatened to invade 
her soil, she perfectly powerless, unarmed ; I 
nt once bought these muskets, believing that 
Kentuckians should have some weapons with 
which they could defend the honor of their 
State. It was with guns no better than these 
that Kentuckians had heretofore gained honor 
and renown upon every battle-field. 

It is true that these guns were sold a few 
days before my arrival for six dollars apiece. 
But it is also true that I was offered fourteen 
dollars apiece for them by Mr. Morgan, agent 
of Tennessee. I gave eight for them. 

It is not true that these guns were ever pur- 
chased bv George Law. The State armament 
at Frankfort considers them worth twelve 
dollars. When I left Kentucky I was told by 
the first military men in your State that there 
was not powder enough in Kentucky for ten 
thousand rounds. I purchased all the powder 
on sale in New Orleans at reasonable prices. 
Some three days after reaching the city, I re- 
ceived a dispatch from a friend in Louisville, 
stating that the banks and people of Ken- 
tucky were dissatisfied with the Governor for 
having selected me as his agent, I being an 
open, uncompromising secessionist. I at once 
turned over my purchases to Mr. Norton, of 
the house of Hewett, Norton & Co.. having 
never received one dollar, either from Got. 
Magoffin or the State of Kentucky. There 
was no attempt or desire, cither by Gov. Ma- 
goffin or myself, to conceal the object of my 
mission. I first thought of sending the arms 
by the river. I then telegraphed to Louis- 
ville in cypher, fearing that tho Northern 
troops at Cairo might intercept them, believ- 
ing they were not without their emissaries in 
Louisville ever ready to impart any informa- 
tion prejudicial to the South. I was invited 
to address the citizens of New Orleans the 
evening I arrived. I spoke to ten thousand 
Louisianians, all eager to know what course 
the State of Kentucky would take. I told 
them that she was powerless, a chained giant; 
but the moment arms could be procured the 
manacles would fall from her hands and she 
would take as proud a position as any State 
had taken. 

I said my mission to the South was to pro- 
cure arms; that I was accredited for that pur- 
pose; that I never intimated, as has been re- 
ported, that I was authorized to express the 
sentiments either of Gov. Magoffin or any one 
else. I spoke my own sentiments which I 
havo expressed fully and freely, both North 
and South, privately and upon the stump, for 
the past ten years. I may have spoken too 
sanguine of the course of Kentucky; but is it 
strange that I should, barn and raucd in that

The Escapade of the Governor. — At 
our latest advices, Gov. Jackson was at Boon- 
ville, with a retinue of Government and other I 
officers, and making preparations for a battle J 
there. He had sent messengers to different 
i counties, urging the immediate presence of 
the State Guard there, all unprepared as they 
are for battle, and twocompanies had respond- 
> ed from Boone county— one from Columbia 
and the other from Sturgeon. From Calla- 
way we hear of tho movement of two com- 
panies, and even a much greater number are 
said to be on the march. Howard, Saline, 
Pettis, Lafayette, and other counties, will no 
doubt respond to the call, but in what force it 
is yet too early to determine. Meanwhile, I 
Gen. Lyon and his force will push forwaid as 
rapidly as possible, with a view to encounter 
the Governor, and capture nim with as little 
loss of life as possible. It is not improbable 
that an engagement may come off to-day. 
There aro some brass pieces of cannon at 
Boonville, but, with the exception of Col. 
Kelley's command, the State troops must be 
poorly supplied with arms or ammunition. 
Brave men as they are, they must necessarily 
fight at great disadvantage when encounter- 
ing regular troops, of all arms of the service, 
and a larger body of men, better prepared in 
every way for battle. As things now look, 
all the important points in the State will be 
occupied by United States troops in a week s 
lime. 

Movements of Troops. — Col. B. Gratz 
Brown's regiment of Home Guards took pas- 
sago on the Pacific cars yesterday, for Rolla, 
and thence it is probable, they will march to 
Springfield. This regiment, therefore, will 
have an opportunity of experiencing some- 
thing of •• actual service in Missouri. The 
whole number of troops sent out on the South- 
west Branch, up to last evening, was 
about 3,200, so that if Ben. McCullongh and 
his Arkansas people have any disposition to 
try their mettle, the occasion will not bo want- 
ing. 

Two or threo artillery companies arc at- 
tached to the expedition. 

IfiTGov. Jackson has abandoned Jefferson 
City, having, with several ofthe State officers, 
arrived at Boonville at 4 o'clock ofthe 14th. 
It is said that he will make his stand there, 
and fortify it as well as his means will permit 
in the brief space allotted to him. Another 
report, however, just as reliable, says he will 
move the government to Arrow Rock, in 
Saline county, and try the chances of war 
there. Why he did not stay at Jefferson 
City, to defend the Capitol, after all his anx- 
iety and affectation of patriotism, is a matter 
yet to be explained. It does not look well to 
have abandoned it without striking a blow. 



BSsy-Brigadier General Slack, and several 
other prominent secessionists, were arrested 
at Chilicothe. by Col. Curtis, at the head of 
one of the Iowa regiments.

The Governor 
afterward left Boonville and moved towards 
Arkansas.

Dr. Richards, of this city, the family physi- 
cian of the President, has been taken prison- 
er by tho Virginia rebels, and conveyed to 
jail in Richmond. 

The National Intelligencer of this morning 
says unless it receives the aid of ncyv subscrip- 
tions from the North, it will soon be obliged 
to suspend. 

No indication has yet been given by the 
Administration in regard to the course to be 
pursued toward the privatecrsmen captured 
on Saturday. The prevailing impression is 
that they will be hung, though it is feared 
that, in retaliation, many good Union men 
will be made to suffer. 



St. Louis, June 17. — As part of Col. Kall- 
man's Regiment of Reserve Corps were re- 
turning from the North Missouri Railroad at 
about 11 o'clock this morning, yvhen opposite 
the Recorder's Court Room, on Seventh street, 
betyveen Oliver and Locust, a company near 
the rear of the column suddenly wheeled and 
discharged their rifles, aiming chiefly nt the 
windows of the Recorder's Court and second 
story of the adjoining house, killing four citi- 
zens, mortally wounding tyvo, and slightly- 
injuring ono. Statements regarding the cause 
of the firing aro vcrj- conflicting; one being 
that a pistol-shot tired from the yvindow of 
the house corner of Seventh and Locust took i 
affect in shoulder of one of the captains when \ 
he gave the order to fire. Another that a ' 
soldier accidentally discharged his rifle in the 
ranks, at Which the whole company became 
frightened and fired a full volley at the croyvd 
on tho sidewalk and in the windows of the 
houses. The Recorder's Court was in session 
i and crowded with prisoners and spectators. 
■ Police officer Pratt was shot in the side and 
t died in ten minutes. Deputy Marshall Frazer 
received throe shots in his legs, and will un- 
doubtedly die.
